2. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum of 
money to fight the Dutch Elm Disease, Blister Rust Control and care 
of trees. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $289.78 
for the White Mountains Region Association, to help further the eco- 
nomic development of the region. This being seven cents per thous- 
and dollars of equalized valuation in 1962. 


4. To elect two auditors for the ensuing year, or to see if the 
Town will vote to petition the State Tax Commission to have an 
audit made by the Division of Municipal Accounting, and make an 
appropriation to cover the cost of same. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen and 
Town Treasurer to borrow money to defray the expenses of the 
Town, in anticipation of taxes for the year ensuing. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Selectmen to ap- 
point all other Town Officers as required by law, not elected by Non- 
partisan Ballot. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,500.00 for the contribution to the Upper Connecticut Valiey 
Hospital Association. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a 
sum of money toward the support of the Beatrice D. Weeks Memorial 
Hospital in Lancaster. 


9. To see what action the Town will take on the following ar- 
ticles: 

1. To see if the Town will install a second 10” water line 
from the town reservoir to provide adequate water for in- 
dustrial fire protection as required by the New Hampshire 
Board of Fire Underwriters, and raise and appropriate 
the necessary funds for such purposes. 

2. To see if the Town will vote to provide adequate water 
supply for industrial fire protection as required by the 
New Hampshire Board of Fire Underwriters, by installa- 
tion of two pumps having a capacity of 3,000 G.P.M. be- 
tween the Connecticut River and the plant of Plywood 
Products, and raise and appropriate the necessary funds 
for such purposes. 


10. To see what action the Town will vote to take on repairing, 
rebuilding or closing the Connecticut River Bridge at Stratford Hol- 
low. If repaired or rebuilt an appropriation for the necessary funds 
must be made. 


11. To hear reports of agents, officers and committees heretofore 
chosen and to pass any vote relative thereto. 


12. To transact any other business that legally may come before 
this meeting. 


13. To choose by Non-partisan Ballot the following Town Officers: 
(a) Town Clerk 
(b) Selectman for ensuing three years 
(c) Town Treasurer 
(d) Trustee of Trust Funds for ensuing three years. 
The polls will remain open until six o’clock P. M.

SCOPE OF AUDIT 

Included in the examination and audit were the accounts and 
records of the Board of Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Collector, Town 
Clerk, Water Department, Trustees of Trust Funds, Library and 
Baldwin Trust Fund Income Account. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
Comparative Balance Sheets: December 31, 1963—December 31, 1964: 
(Exhibit A-1) 

Comparative Balance Sheets as of December 31, 1963 and Decem- 
ber 31, 1964, are presented in Exhibit A-1. As indicated therein, the 
Surplus increased by $2,491.75 in 1964. 

Analysis of Change in Financial Condition: (Exhibit A-2) 

An analysis of the change in financial condition of the Town dur- 
ing the year is made in Exhibit A-2, with the factors which caused 
the change indicated therein.

AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of all town officials charged with the 
custody, receipt and disbursement of public funds were examined and 
audited Vouchers and cancelled checks were compared with support- 
ing invoices and payrolls as well as entries in the books of record. 
Receipts were checked by source insofar as possible and totals of re- 
ceipts and expenditures verified. Book balances were verified by com- 
parison with reconciled bank balances made from statements obtain- 
ed from depository banks. Verification of uncollected taxes was made 
by mailing notices to delinquent taxpayers as indicated by the Col- 
lector’s records. The amounts of uncollected and unredeemed taxes as 
indicated in this report are therefore subject to any changes which 
may be necessitated by the return of verification notices. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 
Current Surplus: 

The current surplus (excess of total assets over current liabil- 
ities) increased by $1,491.75, from $23,115.83 to $24,607.58, in 1964, 
as shown herewith.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 


I would like to at this time give you a resume of the various 
achievements and inroads that we have made regarding the educa- 
tional system of the Stratford Schools. It is of utmost importance 
and necessity that anyone undertaking a new position must first ob- 
serve and understand the need and basic philosophies that make up 
the existing educational setup. We feel that we now have one full 
year of experience and have met and studied with the present ad- 
ministration, staff, and Board and now are in a better position to 
meet the needs of the district. 


In line with this, we have invited the New England States Asso- 
ciation of Secondary Schools & Colleges to evaluate and, hopefully, 
accredit our High School Program. This, in itself, is one of the 
most important phases and tasks that the High School ean and will 
go through for we are given the opportunity of evaluating and ac- 
crediting a self-analysis of each Course that is offered in our Second- 
ary School Program. A full year and a half has been devoted to 
adopting and going over our school philosophies and applying this 
philosophy to each individual Course at the High School] level. Also, 
at the end of this self-evaluation a Course of Studies and/or Course 
Outlines would evolve. Here is set down the meat of the situation 
for we set up our educational goals in the means that we intend to 
use to accomplish and arrive at the solution of this educational goal. 
It is of the utmost importance that we devise and establish Course 
Outlines and Courses of Studies for this is our so-called educational 
Bible that our teachers and administrators will follow pertaining to 
the educational needs, attainments and goals of our student body. 


In line with this, we have coordinated and correlated with the 
Elementary Grades so that a natural follow up and transition will 
have taken place with the educational program in the Elementary 
and High School for without this foundation the educational struc- 
ture in the High School cannot be built or can hold up. 


A great deal of time has been spent on this and I know it has 
been mutually rewarding for the staff, administration, Board and 
student body. There will be a team of evaluators coming to visit 
the school for three days and they will go through and peruse our 
entire educational setup and make recommendations and give con- 
structive criticisms for our entire educational plant not only in the 
academic fields, but in our related subjects, Driver Education, phys- 
ical plant, administration, finances and our future goals. With the 
inceptance of this study, I know we will set the pace for future 
studies so that Stratford Schools can keep abreast and meet the 
needs of our diversified academic student body. 
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As you know, we have implemented a very necessary Driver Edu- 
cation Program and one needs just to study and analyize the traffic 
holocaust that is all around us regarding traffic deaths and fatalities 
to know the need for the Driver Education Program. Anything we 
can do to alleviate the horrible and tragic picture, is an educational 
must in our book. 


Those who visited the schools, I am sure, have noticed the in- 
ternal face lifting that is in evidence in our schools. This has been 
done at a minimum expenditure and is a very important and vital 
part of our educational philosophy for as you very well know if you 
offer an attractive, clean, and pleasant atmosophere, this sets the 
pace for a sound inviting educational situation. It must be kept in 
mind, however, that this face lifting is of a long range nature. We 
do not intend to spend the tax money hastily or without first study- 
ing the needs and feasibility of such expenditure. 


We should, also, like to go on record as thanking the Plywood 
Products for their cooperation and furnishing many materials for 
our physical plant improvement program. It is certainly very 
gratifying for the administration when they can see the cooperation 
that has been so evident in Stratford for it makes our educational 
program that much easier. 


I should like to commend the Board for their wisdom in provid- 
ing some monies for educational improvement by allowing the High 
School administration to attend conferences and educational meet- 
ings so that we may be apprized of some of the latest trends in edu- 
cational programs that are being implemented in schools of our size 
and category. It is our earnest hope and desire that this may be 
expanded so that our faculty may also have opportunities to com- 
pare other programs with our educational programs. We cannot be 
content because of our geographical location to be lulled into com- 
placency and let the world go by for we are charged with the re- 
sponsibility of training and preparing our young people to assume 
their rightful place in our democratic world. 

We should, also, like to commend the Stevens family for their 
very gracious land grant that will make it possible for our students 
to have for the first time an adequate playing and recreational area. 
The sweepstakes money that you, the townspeople, very graciously 
allowed the Board to allocate has been spent in building and prepar- 
ing this fine athletic and recreational area. This, of course, will be 
used for in school and out of school athletic activities. There has 
been a long overdue need for such a recreational area. 

We now have started a High School Library and are hopeful that 
in the not too distant future we will have provided our students with 
the very necessary reference ratio as needed to implement our edu- 
cational program. We know we lack educational refinement such as 
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large city libraries, museums, and other reference sources, but we 
feel we can make up some of the slack by having good reference and 
library facilities and materials. It is our earnest desire to build this 
program up so that our students may enjoy this very necessary 
facility. 

We, also, have embarked on a Music Program in Grades 5 
through 12. We were very fortunate in being able to secure the 
services of a very qualified and experienced music teacher and 
through his guidance and with present existing musical instruments 
at our disposal, we are hopeful to achieve quite satisfactory results 
in the very near future. 


This year, we are in the process of providing our students, 
Grades 1 through 6, with a Dental Clinic, the first phase being a 
dental inspection to ascertain the condition of our children’s teeth. 
The next step will be taken under advisement with consultation with 
the local dentist, school nurse, and school board as to the proper im- 
plementation and bearing of cost for this program, 

The Superintendent would like to go on record in congratulating 
the townspeople for their foresightedness and support of a fine edu- 
cational program.
